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Big Brother 
backlash 
for council 

Local authority using terror laws to 
tackle fraudsters and flytippers 


A COUNCIL has defended using 
terror laws to spy on noisy 
neighbours, fly-tippers and 
suspected benefit fraudsters. 

But Forest Heath District Council has 
been slated by a civil rights group for 
its use of controversial RIPA 
(Regulation of Investigatory Powers Act) 
powers 26 times between 2009 and 
2011. 

In 2008/9, council spies used the 
powers seven times to target noise but no- 
one was convicted and once to catch a 
benefits cheat. 

The following year, the powers were 
used on 13 occasions but there were no 
convictions after eight investigations into

noise, two into illegal refuse dumping and 
three into suspected benefits fraudsters.In 
2010/11 there were five investigations 
into noise, research by privacy campaign 
group Big Brother Watch found. 

Nick Pickles, director of the group, said: 
“It is unacceptable for public authorities 
to keep secret details of why they are 
spying on the public and to use these 
powers without ever seeking a court’s 
approval. 

“Judicial approval for spying on us 
should be the norm not the exception, 
and the public have a right to know why 
and how these powers are being used.

“The current law is broken 
and before further surveillance 
powers are considered we 
need to fix the situation. 
Fiddling around the edges by 
making small changes in new 
laws risks making the law 
even more complicated and 
puts at risk everyone’s privacy 
and civil liberties.” 

Cllr Stephen Edwards, the 
district council’s performance 
chief, said: “I don’t think there 
are many council tax payers in 
Forest Heath who would not 
want us to use every power we 
have to track down benefits 
cheats who cut the amount of 
money available to others in 
difficult circumstances, people 
who ruin our countryside and 
towns through fly-tipping or 
those anti-social people who 
wreck the lives of others 
around them by their noise. 

“RIPA can be used to prevent 
and detect crime and that is 
what we use it for.” 

In the report’s foreword, Eric 
Pickles, Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government, said: “The 
Coalition Government rightly 
took action to ensure local 
authorities were not able to 
abuse these serious powers. 
For public bodies, funded by 
and working for the taxpayer, 
to be using RIPA yet so 
vociferously trying to avoid 
accountability is simply 
unacceptable. 

“We need robust account¬ 
ability of all state bodies, not 
just local authorities, to ensure 
these state powers are not used 
without proper justification, 
and I welcome Big Brother 
Watch’s continuing scrutiny 
and challenge.”

Banger firm’s rocket 
over booze sale bid 


A FAMOUS Newmarket but¬ 
cher’s bid to sell booze with 
its celebrated sausages has 
been slated by residents. 

Bosses of award-winning 
Powters in Wellington Street have 
applied to Forest Heath District 
Council to sell alcohol with their 
celebrated bangers. 

But the move has been blasted 
by families concerned about an 
increase in stores selling drink in 
the town. 

Horse racing fans take home the 
sausage as a souvenir of their visit 
to the home of racing - and they 
could buy a tipple with the 
bangers if the bid is approved by 
councillors on August 29. 

But residents say the company 
should stick to making sausages 
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and ditch its attempt to sell 
alcohol. 

Sara Beckett wrote to the council 
to object to the application saying 
there were already too many stores 
in the area selling alcohol. 

She added: “At a time when 
there is an ever increasing amount 
of problems associated with 
alcohol leading to related health 
and social issues it is wrong to 
allow yet another outlet for the 
sale of alcohol in this area of 
Newmarket. 

“Powters is renowned for being a 
first-class butchers and should aim 
to maintain that reputation rather 
than promoting the sale of 
alcohol.” 


The opening times applied for to 
sell alcohol are Monday to 
Saturday from 8am to 5.30pm. 

Powters is one of Newmarket’s 
oldest family businesses dating 
back to 1880 and by the early 20th 
Century the sausage was being 
taken home as a souvenir by 
visitors to the Newmarket races. 

Since 1952 the bangers have 
been given as a traditional prize by 
Powters to the winning jockeys of 
the country’s oldest horse race, the 
Newmarket Town Plate, started in 
1665. 

The council’s licensing sub¬ 
committee will meet on August 29 
to discuss the application. 

No one at Powter’s was available 
for comment as the News went to 
press.

Police to target 
speeding drivers 
in new campaign 


DANGER drivers will be 
targeted this week in 
Newmarket, police have 
warned. 

Suffolk traffic officers will 
be out in force to crack 
down on speeding and 
drivers who risk lives as 
part of a week-long enforce¬ 
ment campaign. 

The campaign, led by 
TISPOL, the European 
Traffic Police Network, 
began on Monday and will 
run until Sunday. 

Nationally, the number of 
people killed in road 
collisions reported to the 
police increased by three 
per cent from 2010 to 2011. 
This is the first increase 
since 2003. 

During a similar speed 
campaign held in Suffolk in 
April, a total of 707 
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motorists were caught 
speeding. 

This week will see an 
increased number of checks 
and enforcement across the 
county in a bid to reduce 
the number of people 
driving at excessive speeds. 

Speeding is one of the 
Fatal Four driving offences 
alongside drink driving, 
using a mobile phone and 
seatbelt offences. 

Last year there were 28 
fatal collisions on Suffolk’s 
roads resulting in 30 deaths. 
In six of these incidents 
speeding was identified as 
being a contributory factor. 
In 2010 speeding was a 
contributing factor in just 
under a third of road deaths 
in the county. 


Sgt Paul Ward of the 
casualty reduction team 
said: “Our aim is to reduce 
the number of casualties on 
Suffolk’s roads through 
education and enforcement. 
The difference of a few 
miles per hour can mean the 
difference between life and 
death. 

“The faster someone is 
driving, the less time they 
have to stop if something 
unexpected happens. If you 
kill someone while 
speeding, you will have to 
live with the long-term 
emotional consequences. 

“Those who speed need to 
realise that they are not only 
putting their lives at risk but 
also the lives of other road 
users.” 

He added: “The message 
is very simple - speed limits 
are there for a reason.”

Two-year order for 
harassment man 


A FORMER supermarket 
worker has been given a 
community order for 
harassing a female collea¬ 
gue for six years. 

Marcello Scalpello turned up 
at Laura Davidson’s house and 
then drove his car in the 
direction of her father after 
being told to leave. 

The 37-year-old of George 
Lampton Avenue, Newmarket, 
previously admitted breaching 
a restraining order and 
dangerous driving on December 
28 last year in St Thomas’s 
Road, Cambridge. 

Scalpello told police he had 
“suggestions in his sleep” 
telling him to go and see Ms 
Davidson, with whom he used 
to work at Tesco, Cheddars 


Lane in 2005. 

Medical examinations have 
been carried out, though the 
court heart he was not suffering 
from psychotic episodes at the 
time. 

Caroline Allison, prosec¬ 
uting, told Cambridge Crown 
Court on Friday how he had 
served a substantial amount of 
time on remand from the time 
of the offence until he was 
released on bail on July 20 - a 
total of 217 days. 

Michael Procter, mitigating, 
said that he had “served a 
substantial custodial sentence” 
and “there is no suggestion he 
has had any contact with the 
victim” since the previous 
hearing in May. 

He said: “He expresses 


considerable remorse about the 
circumstances of his offending. 

“He made it very clear that he 
was very sorry for what 
occurred and that he doesn’t 
intend to have any contact with 
her again and recognises the 
stress he has caused to her and 
her family.” 

The restraining order 
imposed in 2009 remains in 
place. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth said: 
“The sentence will be 
concurrent on both cases - a 
community order for two years 
and during that period you will 
be subject to supervision of the 
probation service and subject to 
a treatment requirement so long 
as that’s deemed clinically 
necessary.”

Townsfolk ‘give backing’ 
to housing for the future 


FAMILIES in Newmarket 
have become ‘Yimbies’ and 
want more housing develop¬ 
ments in the town. 

It seems the Nimbies have a 
fight on their hands as councillors 
reported the “vast” majority of 
families who took part in a survey 
about housing want more 
developments in the town. 

They said ‘yes i n m y hack yard’ 
and want their children to be able 
to live in the town, and a shortage 
of affordable housing is blocking 
their dreams of family life. 

Shoppers in the town took part 
in the survey on August 14 in the 
market and Guineas shopping 
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centre. 

They were asked by council 
officials how many new homes 
need to be built in Forest Heath 
between now and 2031 because of 
a growing demand for homes. 

Cllr Rona Burt, Forest Heath 
housing chief, was at the council 
stall to talk to residents. 

She said: “I think there are a 
few who say ‘not in my back 
yard’, but the majority of people 
we spoke to were in favour of 
more housing because they want 
their families to be able to stay in 


Newmarket, which I fully 
understand. 

“There were a couple of cynics, 
but you always get that. We will 
get a better idea when the 
consultation results are available 
by September 25. 

“But it was very encouraging to 
see the amount of people getting 
involved.” 

Many residents expressed their 
disappointment that plans for up 
to 1,200 homes and a retail park 
on land in north east Newmarket 
were rejected, according to coun¬ 
cil officials. 

The Hatchfield Farm devel¬ 
opment proposals put forward by 
Lord Derby were thrown out in 


March by the Secretary of State 
after a lengthy planning inquiry 
which took place during the 
summer. 

The scheme was opposed at the 
inquiry by the Tattersalls group, 
the Save Historic Newmarket 
Action Group and Forest Heath 
District Council. 

Originally, 7,011 were planned 
for the district council area but 
that strategy is now likely to be 
set aside by the Government, so 
both the amount of housing and 
distribution is now open for 
discussion. 

The public consultation started 
in July and runs until September 
25.

THE threat of flash floods 
in Newmarket is being 
tackled head-on. 

Suffolk County Council is 
leading a new partnership to 
prevent the worst effects of 
flooding in the town. 

Following heavy rain in 
recent months, the council’s 
highways team has been 
clearing Newmarket’s main 
drain of debris to prevent the 
potentially dangerous build-up 
of water contributing to 
localised flooding. 

In a bid to deal with the 
problem in future, residents are 
also invited to have their say at 
a public meeting next month. 

The Suffolk Flood Risk 
Management Partnership has 
been set up to address flash 
flooding caused by prolonged 
heavy rain. 

The partnership includes the 
Environment Agency, Anglian 
Water, and district and borough 
councils. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabinet 
member for environment and 
property management said 
“This is about taking a joint 
approach to deal with the 
increasing threat that flooding 
places on our communities, 
which is likely to get worse in 
future due to the expected 
consequences of climate 
change. 

“I am leading this work in 
Newmarket, and it applies 


across the rest of the county 
too. We do a great deal with 
our partners to tackle the main 
factors that cause flooding, 
including unblocking drains 
and waterways. 

“This work is essential, but 
also expensive, and there is so 
much that people can do to 
help us, from reporting fly 
tipping to being aware of the 
risk and planning regulations 
which cover paving over land.” 

In future years we will see a 
likely rise in sea level and 
increased rainfall, making it 
even more important to deal 
with the problem now. 

“We are organising a public 


meeting and drop-in session for 
Newmarket residents next 
month to discuss how flooding 
affects the town, proposals for 
the future and what people can 
do to help. 

“I hope local people will take 
this opportunity to have their 
say.” 

The public meeting will be 
held on Wednesday, September 
12 at Newmarket Town 
Council, The King Edward VII 
Memorial Hall, High Street. 

Doors open for the formal 
meeting at 2pm for 2.30pm, but 
residents can drop in at any 
time following the close of the 
meeting, from 3.30pm to 5pm.

Alan Bates, 65, of Fordham, was a 
passenger in a car driving on a 
country road in Shepreth when he 
spotted the black panther-like beast. 

He said it walked beside a fence 
“without a care in the world” and 
he was “convinced” it was a big cat. 

The sighting occurred at about 
7.30pm on Friday, August 3 on 
Cambridge Road off the A10. 

Mr Bates, 65, said: “I was the 
passenger in a car and we were 
driving to the Green Man pub in 
Shepreth. 

“I looked out of the window and I 
saw this huge black cat. 

“It was about the size of a 
labrador. It was walking slowly as if 
it didn’t have a care in the world. I 
called on the driver to stop the car. 

“I was about 20 yards away from 
it. I have always thought it was a 
load of rubbish but now I have seen 
it myself I am convinced. 

“When we got to the pub I 
mentioned it to people at the bar 
and a woman said to her friend, T 
told you. I saw that a year ago’.” 

The heating company director 
said: “When I told people I saw it 
when I was going to the Green Man

pub, they said ‘You’re having a 
laugh’. 

“I reported it to the police and to 
Shepreth Wildlife Park.” 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said: “We were called 
by a man who reported seeing a big 
cat at about 7.30pm on Friday, 
August 3 near Foxton off the A10. 
We have recorded the report.” 

The animal was last spotted in 
the area in October 2010 when Tim 
Hooper was driving on the country 
road from Heydon towards Duxford, 
close to Chrishall Grange. 

He also described it as walking 
“calmly” and the big cat was 
“unmistakable”. The training and 
development manager said it was 
“larger than a labrador”. 

In the same month, a man spotted 
a big cat in a field backing on to his 
garden. 

Jonny Wood, of Main Street, 
Caldecote, said he and his friend 
Simon Mallarkey saw the jet black 
cat. 

Cllr Deb Roberts, district 
councillor for Foxton and Fowlmere, 
has also reported seeing a suspected 
big cat in a field near her home. 

The Fen Tiger was first reported 
in 1982 in Cottenham.

Sammi Sparke was told she had days - possibly hours - to live before 
an organ donor was found at the last minute. In the decade since, 
she's travelled the globe - and spent every day making the most of 
the life she came so close to losing. Interview by LOUISE MARTIN 


HE past 10 years have 
been a whirlwind for 
Sammi Sparke. She has 
successfully completed two 
degrees, travelled the world - 
and is now setting up her 
own photography business. 
Every day is precious for the 
33-year-old, who is making 
up for lost time thanks to the 
organ donations that saved 
her life just days - or possibly 
hours - before time ran out. 

Born with cystic fibrosis, 
Sammi was just six months 
old when she was diagnosed 
with the UK's most common 
life-threatening inherited 
disease. The result of a faulty 
gene which controls the 
movement of salt and water 
in and out of the body's cells, 
cystic fibrosis attacks the lungs 
and digestive system with 
thick mucus, making it hard 
for sufferers to breathe and 
digest food. At 19, and a year 
into a media degree at 
Sheffield Hallam University, 
Sammi became so ill doctors 
confirmed her only hope for 
survival was a lung transplant, 
and she was placed on the 
NHS Organ Donor Register 


(ODR). 

"I went through quite a big 
depression at that stage," 
recalls Sammi, now 33. "At 
that point I couldn't walk very 
far; I couldn't go up a flight of 
stairs very easily without 
getting very out of breath." 

Sammi had to leave 
university and return to her 
family home in St Neots to be 
cared for by her parents, 
Jackie and Brian, and brother 
Tom. As the family anxiously 
waited for that crucial call, 
Sammi's health deteriorated 
further, and she was in and 
out of hospital. "If I wasn't in 
hospital I was at home," 
remembers Sammi. "I took 
the points from the first year 
of my degree and transferred 
them to an Open University 
degree so, when I was feeling 
well enough to work, it gave 
me something to concentrate 
on." 

With a passion for travel, 
Sammi kept positive by 
researching all the countries 
she wanted to visit when she 
was well. "I had to have 
something to focus on," she 
smiles. 


"The idea of dying without 
seeing the world ... it was 
such an important thing for 
me - just to be able to see 
what else was out there. I 
watched hundreds of travel 
programmes; when you're 
that sick you have to focus on 
the positives: all I thought 
was: 'I have to get through 
this.' I was very one-tracked: 

I didn't think about dying 
because what was the point? 
If you're going to die, you're 
going to die." 

Sammi remained brave 
throughout the long wait but, 
when she became oxygen- 
dependent, she admits she 
didn't like being seen in 
public. "I had an oxygen tank 
with me all the time and 
people would just stare, 
which made me feel so 
awful. My friends offered to 
take me to McDonald's at a 
quiet time but I didn't want 
to have the pointing and 
staring and the looks, so they 
would come to my house 
instead - they were 
fantastic." 

Sammi eventually became 
so ill she was hospitalised 


and, as the disease continued 
to take grip of her weak body, 
her distraught parents were 
told to expect the worst. "A 
nurse said to my mum: 'She's 
not going to get any better, 
you need to prepare 
yourself.' She was told that a 
lot of times, but this time it 
was really going to happen." 

Despite being told she had 
just days, if not hours to live, 
Sammi remained hopeful a 
donor would be found. "The 
only thing I knew was there 
was hope right until the end 
if there was a call - and there 
was, and it was incredible." 

This week marks the 10th 
anniversary of that life-saving 
call. Sammi, who was 23 at 
the time, was so poorly, the 
operation nearly didn't go 
ahead as there were 
concerns her body wouldn't 
be strong enough to recover 
afterwards. But, on the 
evening of August 13, 2002, 
she was taken into theatre at 
Papworth Hospital for her 
double lung transplant 
operation. Surgeons worked 
through the night and, the 
next morning, she came

Sammi remained in 
hospital for two months as 
she recovered from the 
operation. "I was still very 
sick and I had no muscle 
tone because I'd just been in 
bed the whole time/' she 
remembers. "Physically I 
needed to get my body to a 
strength where it was going 
to be able to work." 

Sammi was eventually 
allowed home but, as she 
was struggling to put on 
weight, had to be fed 
overnight via a gastrostomy. 
"Weight is often an issue for 
people with cystic fibrosis 
and I was very, very tiny, but 
around Christmas time I 
started to go uphill. But it 
wasn't until a year after the 
operation I actually began to 
thrive." 

For the next two years, 
Sammi enjoyed a new lease 
of life. She started going on 
short holidays and carried on 
with her degree, but in 2004 
her health took another turn 
for the worse. "My kidneys 
failed as a result of all the 
transplant medication, 
because it was very toxic, 
but also because of all the 
previous years of very toxic 
medication I'd had," she 
said. 

Sammi began dialysis 
straight away and, desperate 
to do what they could to 
help their daughter, her 
parents put themselves 
forward as potential donors. 
"They were fighting over it," 
laughs Sammi. "They had 
never been able to do 
anything physically while I 
was poorly and the one 
thing they could do, they 
wanted to. They couldn't 
believe that two years after 
my transplant operation I 
was very poorly again and 
back in hospital." 

Brian was a compatible 
match and in 2005, after six 
months of dialysis, father 
and daughter went into 
theatre. "It was at 
Addenbrooke's: dad went in 
first and then me. Mum said 
that was the worst thing 
because she didn't have 
anyone, apart from my 
brother." 

Sammi made a great 


recovery from the operation 
and, after a week in hospital, 
was well enough to return 
home - but her dad 
experienced serious 
complications. "Where they 
removed the kidney they 
manoeuvred his intestines 
too much and they had 
gone into paralysis," explains 
Sammi. "He was very poorly 
with poisoning, and it was a 
very worrying time. I felt 
awful because obviously he 
wouldn't have been in that 
situation if it wasn't for me, 
but eventually he got better 
and he's well again now." 

Since the kidney 
transplant, Brian has run a 
half marathon to raise funds 
for Papworth Hospital and 
Sammi, who describes her 
health as "stable", continues 
to keep her cystic fibrosis in 
check. "I know if 
something's not quite right: 
I'm more prone to catching 
colds and viruses and they 
will always go to my chest 
first, because that's the 
weakest area. They're the 
main problems I have, and 
they can be sorted with 
antibiotics." 

Sammi will take anti¬ 
rejection medicine for the 
rest of her life, but she says 
this is nothing compared to 
the medication she needed 
before her operations. "It's a 
tiny amount compared to 
before - it was unbelievable; 

I was taking a regime of 
nebulisers, physio and IV 
drips daily. I can't complain 
ever." 

After the kidney 
transplant, Sammi fulfilled 
her dreams to travel the 
world and spent two-and-a- 
half years away from home, 
touring China, Laos, 

Vietnam, Cambodia, 
Thailand, Australia, Fiji, New 
Zealand, Africa and South 
America. "It was incredible, 
I'd never been so well - I've 
now got another list of 
places I'd like to go to that's 
as long as my arm." 

While travelling, Sammi 
had plenty of opportunity to 
enjoy another hobby - 
photography - and on her 
return to the UK decided to 
take up the skill as a full-time 
profession. After studying the 
subject at Blackpool and The 


Fylde College, Sammi gained 
her second degree, and has 
recently set up her own 
photography business, 

Sammi Sparke Photography, 
in Sheffield, where she now 
lives. 

The Organ Donor Register 
is obviously very close to the 
Sparke family's hearts and, 
when it reached its 10-year 
milestone in 2005, Sammi 
was invited to Downing 
Street to meet then Prime 
Minister Tony Blair. She has 
since campaigned for people 
to sign up to the register and 
would urge anyone thinking 
of doing so to do it. 

"It's absolutely crucial. It 
costs you nothing and it 
takes so little of your time, 
yet it's saving people's lives 
all over the UK. If more 
people were on it, then 
clearly the more people 
would be saved. 

"It's an incredible thing to 
do and I think you have to 
consider, if you got very 
poorly suddenly and you 
needed a kidney, would you 
take one from somebody? 
You would, so you have to 
put yourself in that situation 
and put yourself on the list, 
otherwise it's not a fair deal." 

Sammi and her family are 
eternally grateful to her 
donor, who was in all their 
thoughts as they celebrated 
the 10-year milestone with a 
high tea on board a boat in 
Sheffield with her friends. 
Determined to carry on 
living every day to the full, 
Sammi regularly returns to St 
Neots to spend time with 
her family, and remains 
realistic about her future. 

"I know I'm not going to 
get to an old age, but I try 
not to dwell on that too 
much. When I had my 
operation, transplant patients 
were living a maximum of 
10 years, and now people 
are living 15, 20, 25 and 30 
years, so it's getting better 
and better with advanced 
medicine. I wouldn't try to 
put a time on it, because it 
would be silly - I know how 
well I've done and I know 
what could happen, so we'll 
just wait and see."

At the same time, 
posters targeting men 
have been placed in key 
nightlife locations, with 
the message Has she 
consented? Time to realise 
no means no”. 

Det Chief Insp Cutler 
added: “Rape is rape and 
there are no excuses. Men 
need to understand that if 
a woman says no or is 
incapable of consenting, 
for instance through drink 
or drugs, they are 


committing a criminal 
offence.” 

The campaign is being 
backed up by a series of 
radio advertisements on 
KissFM. 

It aims to coincide with 
a time of year when police 
usually see an increase in 
reports of rape and serious 
sexual assaults. Reports of 
serious sexual offences 
increase during the 
summer months, and 
during warmer weather, a 
time when there are 
increased opportunities 
for people to socialise. 

In the majority of cases, 
the victim knows or has 
just met the offender. 

Women aged between 
18 and 24 are, statistically, 
most at risk of becoming a 
victim of rape or serious 
sexual assault, while men 
in the same age group 
form the highest 
percentage of offenders.

Still reaching for the sky 



W ARBIRDS vintage and 
modern will take to 
the sky next month for 
The Duxford Air Show. 

The event, on Saturday, September 8 
and Sunday, September 9, is one of the 
highlights of the aviation calender - 
and just confirmed is a flypast of 
United States Air Force F-15E Strike 
Eagles on both days. 

On the Sunday only, a pair of F-16 
Fighting Falcons from the Royal 
Norwegian Air Force will fly alongside a 
pair of de Havilland Vampires from the 
Norwegian Air Force Historical 
Squadron. This exciting combination 
has never been 
seen before in the 
UK. It brings 
together the Royal 
Norwegian Air 
Force's first and 
most contemporary 
jet fighter aircraft. 

Also from the 
Norwegian Air 
Force Historical 
Squadron is their 
newly-acquired 
Lockheed T-33 
Shooting Star, an 
American-built jet 
trainer aircraft, 
which will be flying 
on the Saturday 
only. 

The presence of 
the Royal Norwegian Air Force and the 
Norwegian Air Force Historical 
Squadron at The Duxford Air Show 
commemorates the centenary of 
aviation in Norway, celebrated this 
year. It also acknowledges the long¬ 
standing historical connection between 
the Royal Norwegian Air Force and the 
Royal Air Force.

From New 
Zealand come 
two rare 

replica First World War aircraft, the 
Albatros DV.a, a German single-seat 
biplane that sustained aerial combat in 
the skies over France for longer than all 
of the more famous Fokker models 
combined; and the RE.8, a two-seater 
reconnaissance biplane. 

Also representing the bold and brave 
innovation of the First World War era 


are replicas of the Fokker DR-1, the 
type of aircraft in which the Red Baron 
gained his last 19 victories, and a 
Nieuport 17, a French biplane fighter 
aircraft of the era. 

The world-famous Red Arrows will 
perform on the Sunday only, while the 
Aerostars will be performing stunning 
aerobatics on both days of The Duxford 
Air Show. 

Flying on the Saturday only is Avro 
Vulcan XH558, which previously flew 


at IWM Duxford in September 2008. 
Vulcan XH558 performs a majestic 
flying display in the 60th anniversary 
year of the Vulcan's maiden flight and 
the 30th anniversary of the Falklands 
conflict, in which the Vulcan played a 
vital role. 

A pair of Tornado GR4s from 15 (R) 
Squadron at RAF Lossiemouth will 
make their debut appearance at IWM 
Duxford in the 30th anniversary year of 
the Tornado entering RAF service. 

In scenes reminiscent of the Battle of 
Britain, five Spitfires, including a rare 
Mark I Spitfire, will fly in a tailchase 
formation with two Hispano Buchons, 
representing Messerschmitt Bfl09 
aircraft, and a Hawker Hurricane. 

There's more superb biplane action 
with the Royal Navy Historic Flight's 
Swordfish, the Antonov An-2, the 
largest single-engine biplane ever 
produced and still flying, and the de 
Havilland Dragon Rapide, flying on the 
Sunday. 

Following its outstanding 
performance in striking colours at The 
Jubilee Air Show, the Shorts Tucano 
from the Central Flying School Flight at 
RAF Linton-on-Ouse makes a welcome 
return at The Duxford Air Show on the 
Saturday only. 

Making only its second air show 
appearance is P-47 Thunderbolt, Snafu, 
which was a highlight of this year's 
Flying Legends Air Show. 

Even more exciting flying includes 
the BAe Hawk from 208 (R) Squadron, 
RAF Valley; the Battle of Britain 
Memorial Flight Dakota; the Gnat 
Display Team Pair; B-1 7 Flying Fortress 
Sally B ; Douglas C-47 Skytrain; Bucker 
Bu 131 Jungmann; Curtiss Hawk 75; 
Grumman F8F-2P Bearcat; 
Consolidated PBY Catalina (on the 
Saturday only) and the North American 
T-28 Trojan. 


There are plenty of activities to enjoy 
across IWM Duxford and the museum 
is open to explore throughout the day. 

Living history groups will be bringing 
Second World War history to life, with 
RAF Ops 1939-45 recreating an RAF 
Fighter Pilots' dispersal position and 
giving visitors a glimpse of 1940s 
bomber briefings in action. 

The Military Equipment Collectors 
will be recreating the role of the RAF 
ground crew who kept Spitfires 
constantly at readiness throughout the 
Battle of Britain and beyond. 

Colonel Richard Graham will be 
hosting his popular talks about the SR- 
71 Blackbird in the American Air 
Museum next to the SR-71 Spyplane 
that he flew. Colonel Graham's talks 
will take place at 10am and noon on 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Children of all ages can enjoy making 
and painting an Airfix model in 
AirSpace between 10.30am and 4pm 
and can then take their model 
masterpiece home as a souvenir of the 
show. 

There is still time to purchase tickets 
in advance to save 10% and get a free 
child ticket, which is available with 
every adult or senior ticket purchased.

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X marks the spot 


He was hotly tipped to win 
The X Factor in 2010 - 
before being voted off in 
a shock early exit. But 
Aiden Grimshaw's debut 
album is even more 
surprising, as ANDY WELCH 
discovers. 

T HE last time most people 
saw Aiden Grimshaw was 
almost two years ago during 
the X Factor live shows. 

His final performance was Elton 
John's Rocket Man, sporting an outfit 
and giant quiff every bit as engineered 
as the platform (made of two grand 
pianos) he was standing on. 

Today, he's hard to spot in a busy 
London restaurant, only the woolly hat 
he's wearing - it's scorching outside - 
stealing any attention away from all the 
other good looking if unremarkable 
diners. 

"I don't get recognised anymore," he 
says, convincingly. 

"I did, after I'd been on X Factor and 
we'd all been on the tour. I was 18 
when I was on the show, and part of 
me loved getting spotted, to the point 
where I'd be disappointed if people 
didn't notice me and I'd find myself 
putting my best clothes on at 10 in the 
morning to go and get a bacon butty. 

"That was just stupid, and a pain, so I 
stopped with all that, and the quiff was 
cut off. Now no-one bats an eyelid." 

Whether he bored of the attention, 
or whether his image change was part 
of a wider plan to leave behind the ITV 
behemoth is another matter. Since 
February this year, when Grimshaw 
announced he would be releasing solo

material, he and his management have 
been on a positioning offensive. 

While other former X Factor 
contestants perform in plush London 
venues and talk of their starry 
collaborators, Grimshaw has performed 
in a number of indie cesspits, been 


spotted at numerous other gigs and 
been interviewed by normally 
credibility-conscious publications who 
wouldn't touch an X Factor contestant 
with one of Simon Cowell's gold-plated 
bargepoles. 

"Part of it is deliberate, I suppose, just 
to make sure everyone knows there's a 
difference between what I did on X 
Factor and what I do now. You need to 
be clear, I think," he admits. 

"But it works both ways. When we 
sent samplers of my album out to 
journalists, it was my idea not to have a 
name on them, because it's a natural 
thing for people to pre-judge the former 
contestants, expect them to sound a 
certain way and write them off before 
they've heard them." 

The contents of the CD, then, are 
rewarding. There are ballads, yes, but 
not the dreary, over-produced sort that 
appeared on, say, Matt Cardie's album. 

The sparse title track could be a song 
by James Blake, debut single Is This Love 
is the epic, air-grabbing pop Hurts do so 
well, while the rest of the album is full 
of angst and bitter heartbreak. 

"We started the album in November, 
and we were finished by February," he 
says, the 'we' being Grimshaw and 
Australian songwriter and producer 
Jarrad Rogers, who most recently 
worked with Lana Del Rey. 

After trying with several other 
producers, Grimshaw met Rogers and 
clicked, deciding he wanted to record 
the whole album with one other 
collaborator rather than a different 
roducer for each track, as so many of 
is contemporaries do. 

"When we first started you could say 
I was a bit of a pain," he admits. 

"I didn't know how to get my ideas 
across, so I'd just say no to everything. 
Eventually I learned how to speak up, 


and that just because we might be 
disagreeing in the studio, it's not a row. 

"But that's to do with getting older. 
I'm 20 now. It's not that old, I know, 
but the past two years have been big, 
important years." 

He goes on to explain how he moved 
to London shortly after X Factor and, 
after spending two miserable weeks in a 
hotel, found a place of his own in west 
London. 

"I couldn't cook or clean or anything, 
but I've learned how to do all that. 

"I think it's all helped me feel like I'm 
not in this X Factor bubble any more. I 
never much liked how crazy all that 
was." 

Aware of how that might sound, he 
corrects himself, saying the show is the 
most amazing opportunity you can be 
given, just that the intense spotlight 
shone upon him wasn't to his taste. 

"I mean, how could it be a bad thing, 
though? Before I was on X Factor I was 
working in Pizza Hut, and my idea of a 
good night was if I could eat a few 
handfuls of chocolate raisins from the 
ice cream station without the manager 
seeing me," he says. 

He adds: "I think I could've used the 
show to get a number one single and an 
OK album, but I didn't want that, I 
wanted an album that was great from 
start to finish, like all the albums I love, 
and that's what I think we've done." 

He can't wait to get out on the road 
and perform - including an in-store 
appearance at the new HMV store in 
Fitzroy Street, Cambridge on Thursday 
- something he's been doing since his 
early teens, but this will be the first time 
he's toured with his own material.

array of orange and yellow. 

Clumps of bulbs are particularly 
useful in extending the season. Spikes 
of crocosmia will add architectural 
interest to the late summer border, their 
upright, spiky leaves with elegant sprays 
of orange-red flowers brightening the 
scene. 

My favourite is C. Lucifer, a fairly tall 
variety growing to 120cm (4ft), which 
produces brilliant red flowers and looks 
wonderful grown alongside the purple¬ 
leaved smoke bush, Cotinus Royal 
Purple, or against a backdrop of acid- 
green evergreens.

plantings, such as the long-lasting 
Rudbeckia fulgida Goldsturm and late 
season heliopsis. 

Bronze or burgundy leaves look 
fantastic mixed with the hot-coloured 
border. Place shrubs with red-purple 
foliage, such as Berberis thunbergii f. 
atropurpurea, behind red or orange 
plants. 

The burgundy leaves of heucheras 
also make a wonderful foil at the front 
of the border, as their more vibrant 
companions show off from behind. 

Other good choices include the 
herbaceous perennial Lysimachia ciliata 
Firecracker, a moisture-loving bronze¬ 
leaved plant with brilliant yellow 


flowers. 

Use drifts of perennial border 
phloxes in the middle of borders to 
provide intense pools of summer 
colour. Herbaceous potentillas or small 
asters can be planted in front to hide 
the bare phlox stems. Phloxes are ideal 
follow-on plants for poppies and 
shouldn't need staking except in windy 
gardens. Don't let them dry out in 
summer as they need a moist soil. 

Hotter subjects include red hot 
pokers (kniphofia), which produce 
rocket-shaped flowers, some red with 
yellow at the base, others a single 
colour, and the red tradescantia, T. 
Carmine Glow, a low-growing perennial 
(usually growing to around 60cm so 
perfect for the front of the border) with 
strap-1 ike foliage which flowers until 
September. 

Red varieties of astilbe such as Feuer 
will give you coral-red flowers to 
September, above delicate feathery 
plumes. They thrive in moist ground in 
partial shade and can really brighten up 
a woodland scene. 

If you want to add late summer¬ 
flowering plants to an existing border, 
buy as many of the same colour and 
variety as you can afford and repeat- 
plant them through the border to 
develop a sense of rhythm. 

When mixing colours try to avoid 
using too many pastels with hot colours 
as the brighter hues will swamp the 
more subtle ones. 

If you plan carefully, your sizzling 
summer colour can last right through to 
autumn.

The daisy-like flowers and height 
(they can grow to 150cm (5ft) tall) 
mean they work well towards the back 
of the border, attracting bees and 
butterflies and adding impact alongside 
globe thistle (Echinops) and monarda. 

Some varieties have rich colours that 
can be combined with fuchsias, or blue 
salvias. E. White Swan, a white variety 
with yellow centre, provides a cooling 
companion dotted within the hot 
border. 

If you thought hard before summer 
started and were wise enough to plant 
some nasturtium seeds in your hanging 
baskets and patio pots, they should be 
now showing their true colours in a hot

W HILE many summer 
flowers are now 
fading, the bright lights 
of late summer will make your 
borders sizzle 

My delphiniums and lupins are long 
gone, my roses are fading and the giant- 
flowered hybrid clematis are past their 
best, but my perennial borders remain 
a riot of colour thanks to a few, well- 
chosen gems. 

Late summer can be a time when 
colour is at its hottest, when blazing 
crocosmia, burnt orange helenium, 
bright yellow rudbeckias, acid green 
euphorbias and an array of other plants 
come into their own. 

Exotic orange ginger lilies 
(Hedychium), which release a great 
scent, clash with vibrant red Dahlia 
Bishop of Llandaff or its relative D. Tally 
Ho, with its hot, deep orange flowers. 

If you prefer pastel shades, plant sun- 
loving cone flowers (Echinacea) in 
shades of pink and white for a cooler, 
more subtle scene.

AMG AT GOODWOOD: An awesome display of power 


AMG cars aren’t all that 
common. You see them 
around, but one at a 
time and not exactly 
often for most of us, 
writes Matt Kimberley. 

Seeing almost every AMG 
model in the same place at 
the same time is the stuff of 
very naughty dreams 
indeed. 

Fortunately, one of the 
petrolheads at Mercedes 
must have had the same 
illicit thought, because on a 
typically changeable British 
summer day a transporter 
rolled up at the fast, flowing 
and famous Goodwood 
racing circuit carrying a 
collection of precious 
German metal. 

No amount of gold, silver 
or bronze could get a car 
nut quite as excited as 
seeing a pair of SL 63s, 
hard- and soft-top SLSs, two 
C 63 Black Series, a 
standard C 63, an E 63 
saloon and estate, an SLK 
55 and even an ML 63 all in 
a line in the pit lane of a 
race track. 

Mercedes has been having 
rather a good time of it 
lately, and AMG especially 
so. 

It seems like there’s some 
money out there some¬ 
where, because AMG’s UK 
sales are healthier than 
Jessica Ennis’s dog. 

To celebrate, the company 
pulled part of its fleet of 
dual-control cars out of 
Mercedes-Benz World at 
Brooklands and brought 
them to the south coast to 
mingle with standard Merc- 
owned AMGs. 

If you’ve never driven an 
AMG, maybe you’ve heard 
one. The noise, slightly 
different from car to car and 
engine to engine, is 
nonetheless common to all 
AMGs. 

A purposeful bass throb at 


low speed builds into the 
sort of ear-splitting, 
relentless bellow you 
imagine coming from a 
furious bull or a weightlifter 
in mid-lift. 

With the weather chang¬ 
ing fast and clouds blowing 
over, the E 63 was hilarious. 

The track was still damp 
in places after early 
morning showers and, after 
a couple of gentle sighting 
laps and three lukewarm 
ones, the traction control 
light had barely stopped 
flashing. 

I half-expected to see the 
rear end of a tear-jerkingly 
expensive Mercedes sticking 
out of a tyre wall at every 
corner. 

Next up, as the rain 
stayed away and blustery 
winds dried the track, was 
the SLS Coupe. Its gullwing 
doors make a statement like 
nothing else in the motoring 
world. 

What became clear right 
off the bat was how much 
better suited to the track the 
SLS is. 


The E 63 seems like a big 
wallowy boat by 
comparison, and you can 
push the SLS so much 
harder and with more 
confidence. 

Despite the obvious 
appeal and road-going 
genius of a practical estate 
powered by a V8 the size of 
a small island nation, on 
Goodwood’s curves it’s out¬ 
gunned. 

The SLS Roadster was 
even better, with its AMG 
Ride Control offering a 
much stiffer track-biased 
suspension option among its 
three choices. 

It’s big, it’s loud, it’s fast 
and good grief, it’s good. It 
flowed around the track like 
a car 300kg lighter, with 
pinpoint accurate steering 
letting you hit apex after 
apex before burying you 
into the seat back on the 
straights. It’s superbly 
theatrical. 

In fact, the only car that 
could match it on the day 
was the C 63 Black Series 
which, with a different 


version of the same 
naturally aspirated 6.2-litre 
V8 under the bonnet, is 
equally visceral. 

With probably the stiffest 
and most circuit-focused 
chassis set-up there, it just 
gobbled up the asphalt like 
a teenager with a Pot 
Noodle. 

The balance, the 
communication, the 
potency, the adrenaline... 
it’s all there in that car along 
with a useful boot, 
presumably for all the spare 
pants you’ll need to carry 
around. 

It’s a pleasure to salute 
companies like AMG. 

Even in dark financial 
days they still produce cars 
that make men go weak at 
the knees, draw secret 
admiration from women 
and sound apocalyptically 
good to anyone with 
working ears. 

There’s super unleaded 
running through the veins 
of everyone at the factory, 
and it shows. 


Most drivers 'happy to sit a retest' 


ROAD safety 
organisation, and the 
number one for 
breakdown cover in 
the UK, GEM 
Motoring Assist has 
revealed that a 
massive 76 per cent of 
UK motorists are still 
confident that they 
would pass their 
driving test first time 
if they had to take it 
again now. 

Despite claims that 
drivers learn bad 
habits and become 
more relaxed about 
their driving style in 
the years after passing 


their first test, GEM's 
latest poll shows that 
motorists would not 
be fazed by taking 
another test today, 
with more than 67 per 
cent positive that they 
would pass it again. 
The same cannot be 
said for the theory test 
however, with fewer 
than 50 per cent of 
those surveyed 
believing they would 
pass it and 41 per 
cent unsure how they 
would do. Only 35 per 
cent believe they are 
as familiar with the 
Highway Code now as 


when they took the 
test originally. 

More than 26 per cent 
admitted that parking 
would be the biggest 
challenge in the 
practical test, with 
reversing voted as the 
second most likely 
cause for failure, 
closely followed by 
city driving. Not a 
single motorist 
surveyed said that 
dual carriageway 
driving would cause 
them to fail. Showing 
nerves of steel, 74 per 
cent of motorists said 
they would be less 


nervous re-taking 
their test now than 
when they did 
originally. 

David Williams MBE, 
CEO of GEM Motoring 
Assist, comments: 

"It's great to see that, 
as a nation, we are 
very confident in our 
driving ability. It 
would certainly be a 
worry to have 
motorists on our 
roads who believe 
their driving has got 
worse. However, it is 
less pleasing that 
drivers seem to have 
forgotten everything 


about the theory test 
since they passed it 
however many years 
ago. A lack of 
knowledge of the 
Highway Code could 
lead to a serious 
accident so we do 
urge drivers to keep 
as up to date as 
possible." 

GEM has produced a 
simple Road Sign Test 
sheet to encourage 
drivers to self-test 
their knowledge.

Fairy set to

ED DUNLOP has a "secret wish" that 
Snow Fairy will run at the Breeders' Cup 
later this year. 

The brilliant five-year-old returned from a 
lengthy lay-off to win her fifth Group One in 
five countries on Sunday. 

She had been off the track since damaging a 
tendon following her Grade One win in 
Japan last November, but bounced back in 
style as she landed the Group One Prix Jean 
Romanet at Deauville on Sunday. 

It was the sixth victory at the highest level 
for Snow Fairy, the dual Oaks winner two 
years ago, and Newmarket-based Dunlop 
(below) said: "It was a truly sensational day. 
She's come back from a very serious injury 
in a relatively short period of time and has 
come out and won a Group One against 
good fillies that have all been racing this 
year, so it's truly amazing. 

"There were plenty of reasons for thinking it 
could all go wrong but Ryan Moore has been 
very helpful in her preparation. She had 
three racecourse gallops ridden by him and 
even he was fairly emotional." 

Dunlop also trained the globetrotting mare 
Ouija Board to win seven Group Ones 
between 2004 and 2006 and, in his opinion, 
Snow Fairy is of the same calibre. 
"(Comparison between her and Ouija 
Board) is totally justified," he said. "She's a 
truly phenomenal racehorse." 

Dunlop now has a variety of big-race 
options with a trip to Leopardstown for the 
Red Mills Irish Champion Stakes - a race in 
which she finished second last year - a 
possibility on September 8. 

But he has fond memories of America, 
taking Ouija Board to three Breeders' Cup 
meetings, winning twice and finishing 
second on the other trip. He said: "The Arc 
is an option, but I have a secret wish to go 
for the Breeders' Cup 
this year. She's won twice 
in Japan - does she 
need to go back 
there? Possibly 
not. 

"So hopefully 
we'll aim for 
the Breeders' 

Cup, with 
options on the 
way like the 
Vermeille under 
consideration."
